"The  purpose  of  Northwest  Mississippi  Community  College  is  to  provide  students  with 
opportunities  for  educational  experiences  to  meet  their  diverse  needs."  (Northwest  Bulletin) 
And,  it  has  done  just  that  ...time  and  time  again.  Seventy-two  years  seems  a  fairly  short  time 
compared  to  a  millennium;  but  in  this  brief  time  span  Northwest  has  lived  up  to  its  purpose. 

Since  opening  its  doors  to  59  students,  Northwest  saw  the  Great  Depression  when  stu- 
dents paid  for  their  board  by  donating  garden  and  farm  products  to  the  dining  hall.  It  al- 
lowed young  men  to  complete  their  education  quickly  so  that  they  could  go  off  to  war  during 
World  War  II.  Later,  it  provided  a  bus  route  for  free  transportation  for  those  who  commuted. 


Northwest  wanted  to  provide  its  students  with  a  chance  to  receive  an  education  no  matter 
how  hard  the  times.  And  in  1953,  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  granted 
Northwest  its  coveted  accreditation.  Since  that  time  the  college  has  expanded  to  offer  more 
than  90  courses  of  study  on  four  campuses.  In  1999  enrollment  exceeded  4,900. 

...time  and  time  again  Northwest  has  lived  up  to  its  purpose  and  continues  to  do  so  into 
this  new  millennium  by  helping  students  to  be  successful  in  what  they  do  whether  it  is  to 


become  an  editor  of  a  metropolitan  newspaper,  CEO  of  a  major  corporation,  professional

As  we  enter  this  new  millennium,  let  us  reflect  upon  our  time  spent  here  at  Northwest  to

On  the  Senatobia  cam- 
pus where  student  hous- 
ing is  at  capacity  with  940 
living  on  campus,  2,361 


are  enrolled  in  day  classes 
and  265  in  night  classes  for 
a  total  of  2,626.  Last  fall 
2,276  day  students  and  245 
evening  school  students 
were  enrolled.

Day  en- 
rollment dipped  slightly 
with  880  this  year,  down 
from  901  a  year  ago,  while 
the  evening  program  grew 
from  650  in  1998  to  711 
currently. 

"I  believe  the  increase 
in  evening  school  enroll- 
ment reflects  a  shift  in  the 
market  we  are  serving," 
said  Keith  Godbold,  dean 
of  DeSoto  Center.  "We  are 
pleased  to  serve  our  com- 
munity by  making  classes 
available  when  they  best 
meet  the  needs  of  the  stu- 


program  grew  from  352  in 
1998  to  376  this  year,  for  an 
increase  of  24  students. 

"The  parking  areas  are 
full  to  overflowing,"  said 
Dr.  Jack  Butts,  director  of 
the  center.  "We  are  pleased 
with  the  number  of  stu- 
dents we  are  serving."  Day 
enrollment  dipped  from 
359  in  1998  to  324  for  the 
current  semester. 

Overall  3,565  are  regis- 
tered for  day  classes,  and 
1,352  are  enrolled  in  the 
evening  program  for  in- 
creases of  29  to  104  stu- 
dents respectively.

Members  of  Northwest's  class  of 
2000  are  preparing  for  the  new  mil- 
lennium by  choosing  from  approxi- 
mately 90  courses  of  study.  The  col- 
lege offers  more  than  50  academic 
courses  of  study  on  two  campuses— 
Senatobia  and  Southaven,  and  ap- 
proximately 40  vocational-technical 
curriculums  are  available  on  four 
campuses— Senatobia,  Southaven, 
Olive  Branch,  and  Oxford. 

Vo-tech  classes  range  from  eight 
weeks  to  five  semesters  in  length. 
Each  one  provides  hands-on  experi- 
ence on  the  most  advanced  equip- 
ment, which  is  vital  for  success  in 
the  job  market. 

The  Career  Education  Center  on 
the  Senatobia  campus  assists  students 
and  prospective  students  with  career 
searches  and  personal  assessments. 
Vocational  counselors  are  employed 
at  all  campuses  to  help  students,  and 
the  Vocational  Individualized  Devel- 
opmental System  is  available  for  ba- 
sic skills  improve- 
ment. 

On  the  academic 
side  of  the  slate,  in- 
structors keep 
classes  small 

enough  so  that  they 
know  each  student 
by  name,  and  one- 
on-one  interaction 
is  more  the  rule 
than  the  exception. 
Instructors,  who 
are  scholars  in  their 
fields,  truly  love  to 
teach  and  to  work 
with  students.  The 
quality  of  instruc- 
tion is  not  only 
demonstrated  by 
state  and  regional 
accredition,  but 
also  by  national  ac- 
creditation. 
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Northwest  Virtual  College 


Northwest's  "Virtual  Col- 
lege" is  growing  as  more 
and  more  students  go 
online  for  academic 
credit.  Twenty-three 
courses  were  available 
over  the  Internet  for  the 
spring  2000  semester, 
announced  Dr.  Barbara 
Jones,  director  of  Institu- 
tional Research  and  Plan- 
ning at  the  college. 

Last  spring  Northwest 
offered  five  courses 
online.  By  the  fall  1999 
semester,  13  courses 
were  being  taught  online 
with  110  students  cur- 
rently enrolled. 

"Online  courses  are  de- 
signed for  adult  students 
who  don't  have  access  to 
traditional  courses  based 
on  schedule  and  loca- 
tion," said  Dr.  Jones.  "Stu- 
dents who  can  take 
courses  in  the  traditional 
format  at  one  of  the 
Northwest  campuses 
should  continue  to  do 
that.  These  courses  are 
primarily  for  those  who 
cannot  take  the  tradi- 
tional courses  because  of 
work,  family,  or  other 
barriers." 

Students  who  want  to 
take  a  course  online  need 
access  to  a  computer  at 
home  or  at  work.  They 
should  have  their  own  e- 
mail  address  and  be  fa- 
miliar with  the  Internet, 
Jones  noted. 

"Taking  an  online 
course  is  not  the  'easy' 
way  to  attend  college 
since  the  student  will 
spend  as  much  or  more 
time  on  course  assign- 
ments and  content  as  the 
student  attending  tradi- 
tional courses,"  said 
Jones.  "However,  the 
online  student  can  select 


when  to  do  the  work.  It 
doesn't  always  have  to  be 
at  11  a.m.  on  Wednes- 
days." 

The  college  spon- 
sored a  workshop  for 
online  instructors  Sept. 
27  on  the  Senatobia 
campus.  Dr.  Anna 
Hillman  and  David 
Wells  of  Mississippi 
State  University  were 
trainers  for  "Designing 
and  Delivering  Online 
Courses." 

"Mississippi  has  been 
using  WebCt  as  its 
online  course  software 
platform  for  several 
years,"  said  Jones.  Nine- 
teen instructors  at- 
tended the  day-long  ses- 
sion. 

"Northwest  is  leading 
the  other  14  community 
colleges  in  both  the 
number  of  courses  and 
the  number  of  instruc- 
tors who  teach  online," 
said  Jones.  Currently  13 
Northwest  instructors 
are  teaching  online. 
"Many  instructors  are 
using  the  techniques  of 
teaching  online  courses 
to  enhance  their  in- 
struction in  traditional 
courses." 

For  example,  Mary 
Catherine  McHenry, 
speech  and  theatre  in- 
structor who  teaches 
oral  communication 
and  theatre  apprecia- 
tion online,  also  teaches 
speech  and  theatre 
classes  on  the  Senatobia 
campus.  Students  in 
regular  classes  can  go  to 
the  computer  lab  on 
campus  and  go  to 
McHenry's  website  to 
do  special  activities. 

"I'm  also  giving  tests 
in  the  computer  lab 


now,"  said  McHenry.  "The 
graded  test  is  e-mailed 
back  to  the  student  with 
my  comments.  Her  stu- 
dents give  speeches 
through  video  con- 
ferencing so  all  can  be  in- 
teracting with  the  speaker 
at  the  same  time. 

Last  summer  when 
McHenry  and  her  family 
were  in  England,  she  kept 
teaching  via  the  Internet. 
"Henley  College  at  Henley- 
on-Thames  let  us  use  its 
equipment  to  continue 
teaching  while  I  was  actu- 
ally on  vacation,"  she  said. 

"Through  online  classes 
we  can  serve  people  who 
have  busy  schedules  that 
traditional  scheduling 
would  make  taking 
courses  impossible.  This 
way  they  can  do  whatever 
they  need  to  and  take  a 
class  online  at  their  conve- 
nience," McHenry  said. 

In  an  article  published 
in  "Mile  High  Tech"  (Den- 
ver Rocky  Mountain 
News)  on  April  12,  1999, 
Linday  Lujan,  coordinator

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of  educational  technol- 
ogy for  Arapahoe  Com- 
munity College,  cau- 
tioned that  online  learn- 
ing is  not  for  everyone. 
"For  students  who  need 
contact  with  teachers 
and  other  students,  elec- 
tronic learning  can  be 
lonely.  But  we're  finding 
for  students  in  general 
that  online  learning  is 
richer  for  them,"  she 
wrote. 

"They  get  more  time 
with  an  instructor  than 
in  a  face-to-face  class- 
room. They  participate 
through  e-mail  or  chats 
and  every  student  speaks 
out,  because  the  instruc- 
tor is  giving  them  incen- 
tives and  there's  less  risk, 
it  seems,  to  speak  via  e- 
mail,"  Lujan  continued. 

Dr.  Beth  Maxfield,  a 


special  populations  in- 
structor at  DeSoto  Cen- 
ter, who  teaches  Ameri- 
can literature  online,  re- 
cently attended  a 
Lamplighter  conference 
at  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  where 
she  heard  Dr.  George  A. 
Baker  III  of  the  National 
Initiative  for  Leadership 
and  Effectiveness  at 
North  Carolina  State  Uni- 
versity. 

"Dr.  Baker  had  a  num- 
ber of  compelling  com- 
ments about  community 
colleges  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,"  Maxfield  said. 
"One  was  that  we  must 
use  informational  tech- 
nology to  address  the  de- 
mise of  traditional  time 
and  place  of  instruc- 
tion."

The  Northwest  Travel/

Quartet  of  puppeteers 
brings  Audrey  II  to  life 


Who  would  have  thought 
that  it  would  take  30  minutes 
of  warm-up  exercises  before  a 
puppeteer  could  go  on  stage? 
That  was  the  task  at  hand  for 
four  Northwest  students  who 
worked  the  puppets  for  Little 
Shop  of  Horrors  which  ran 
Feb.  17-20. 

Four  puppets  represented 
the  different  stages  of  Audrey  II, 
the  man-eating  plant  in  Little 
Shop.  "These  puppets  ranged  in 
size  from  Baby  Audrey  to  the 
giant  Audrey  II,"  explained  Jo 
Ellen  Logan,  director  of  the  play 
and  speech  instructor.  'The  larg- 
est one  weighs  close  to  200 
pounds." 

Inside  that  puppet  was  Jake 
Pryor  of  Water  Valley.  "It  was 
really  a  struggle  to  handle  this 
puppet  because  of  its  size," 
said  Logan.  "Not  only  was  Jake 
inside  the  puppet,  but  he  also 
had  to  make  room  for  the 
people  Audrey  II  swallows  and 
allow  them  to  escape  from  the 
back  of  the  plant  without  be- 


ing seen,"  she  said. 

Manipulating  puppets  one 
and  three  of  the  plant  was 
Chance  Belk  of  Horn  Lake. 
Jenna  Reed  of  Southaven  and 
Abby  Haskins  of  Senatobia  were 
the  branches  of  the  plant  when 
it  went  into  its  people-eating 
frenzy.  Patrick  Christ  of  Bruce, 
who  also  played  the  lead  charac- 
ter Seymour,  got  to  perform 
with  a  hand-version  of  one  of  the 
smaller  plant  puppets. 

The  wire  and  styrofoam  pup- 
pets were  rented  from  Music 
Theatre  International.  New  cos- 
tumes for  the  production  were 
ordered  from  a  costume  com- 
pany in  New  Hampshire. 

The  voice  of  Audrey  II  was  that 
of  Todd  Hill,  associate  director  of 
bands  at  Northwest. 

"This  is  the  first  time  I  have 
ever  produced  a  play  with  this 
many  special  effects,"  said  Logan. 
"Usually  you  just  go  out  there  and 
act  or  sing.  This  has  been  a  chal- 
lenge. Swallowing  people  on 
stage  is  really  difficult."

Orville  Wright  is  at  the  controls  of  "Flyer"  with 
his  brother  Wilbur  Wright  as  the  plane  makes  its 
first  flight  at  Kitty  Hawk,  N.C.,  on  Dec.  17, 1903.

Mushroom  Cloud 


A  massive  column  of  billowing  smoke,  thousands  of 
feet  high,  mushrooms  over  the  city  of  Nagasaki,  Japan, 
after  an  atomic  bomb  was  dropped  by  the  United  States 
on  Aug.  9,  1945.  A  B-29  plane  delivered  the  blast  killing 
approximately  70,000  people,  with  thousands  dying  later 
of  radiation  effects.  The  attack  came  three  days  after  the 
U.S.  dropped  the  world's  first  atomic  bomb  on  the  Japa- 
nese city  of  Hiroshima.  The  attacks  brought  about 
Japan's  unconditional  surrender  and  the  end  of  World 
War  II. 


Victory  in  the  Pacific 

U.S.  Marines  of  the  28th  Regiment  of  the  Fifth  Divi- 
sion raise  the  American  flag  atop  Mt.  Suribachi,  Iwo 
Jima,  on  Feb.  23,  1945.  Strategically  located  only  660 
miles  from  Tokyo,  the  Pacific  island  became  the  site  of 
one  of  the  bloodiest,  most  famous  battles  of  World  War 
II  against  Japan.  One  of  the  most  famous  photographs 
of  all  time,  it  won  the  1945  Pulitzer  Prize,  was  made 
into  a  three-cent  postage  stamp,  and  later  became  the 
model  for  a  memorial  in  our  nation's  capital.

Although  the  1998-99  sea- 
son was  his  first  as  head 
coach  of  the  Northwest 
men's  basketball  program, 
Don  "Bubba"  Skelton  kept 
alive  the  Rangers'  domi- 
nance of  the  MACJC  north 
division. 

Last  year,  Northwest 
claimed  its  fourth  consecu- 
tive north  crown  with  a  99- 
82  win  over  Northeast  in 
the  finals  of  the  division 
tournament  Feb.  18  in 
Fulton.  The  Rangers,  who 
were  ranked  pre-season  No. 
11  by  the  NJCAA,  ended  the 
year  with  a  record  of  21-8 
after  being  knocked  out  in 
the  first  round  of  the  state 
and  region  tournaments. 
Northwest  tore  through  the 
division  portion  of  its 
schedule  by  posting  an  11-1 


mark  against  north  oppo- 
nents. 

The  Rangers  led  Region  I 
23  in  scoring  with  87.41 
points  per  game  in  1998-1 
99  and  were  sixth  in  de-i 
fense  by  allowing  75.5  J 
points  a  contest.  North- 1 
west  was  also  the  region's  J 
top  rebounding  squad  I 
with  an  average  of  44.8} 
boards  per  night.  Two! 
members  of  the  Ranger  | 
squad  were  selected  to  the  I 
All-State  and  All-Region  23  I 
teams,  while  two  others 
received  NJCAA  Academic 
All- American  merits. 

In  April,  Skelton  was  se- 1 
lected  to  help  coach  the 
north  squad,  which  in-J 
eluded  three  Rangers,  in 
the  annual  MACJC  All-Star 
Game  at  Philadelphia.

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With  a  good  mix  of  veterans  and 
first-year  players,  the  1999  edition  of 
the  Northwest  Ranger  baseball  team 
earned  its  first  MACJC  north  division 
championship  in  11  seasons  in  domi- 
nating style  by  posting  a  22-2  record 
in  league  play.  Northwest  also  fin- 
ished 43-10  overall  and  finished  No. 
2  in  the  nation  in  the  final  NJCAA 
Division  II  regular  season  poll. 

The  diamond  Rangers  were  also 
rewarded  for  their  outstanding  work 
in  the  classroom  by  placing  third  in 
the  country  for  NJCAA  Spring  Aca- 
demic Team  of  the  Year  honors  for 
posting  a  grade-point  average  of  3.15. 

Northwest  had  plenty  of  indi- 
vidual stars  as  well.  Outfielder/ 
pitcher  Eduardo  Pena  of  Caguas, 
Puerto  Rico,  was  named  NJCAA  Di- 
vision II  Player  of  the  Year  and  was 
also  selected  first  team  NJCAA  Ail- 
American.  Six  Rangers  received  Aca- 
demic All- American  status  from  the

Pena  finished  the  season  with 
a  .408  batting  average,  17  home 
runs,  67  RBI,  and  54  runs  scored. 
The  ace  on  the  Ranger  pitching 
staff,  Pena  posted  a  record  of  8-1 
on  the  mound  with  an  ERA  of 
2.57.  He  also  recorded  54 
strikeouts  in  60  innings.  Pena's 
home  run  total  of  17  led  the  na- 
tion among  division  II  schools, 
while  his  RBI  tally  was  good 
enough  for  eighth. 

Pena's  home  run  and  RBI  to- 
tals ranked  first  in  the  region, 


while  his  batting  average  placed 
him  third  among  the  region's 
best.  Pena's  other  offensive 
numbers  in  1999  included  62 
hits  in  152  at-bats,  11  doubles, 
124  total  bases,  an  .816  slugging 
percentage,  27  walks,  eight  sac- 
rifice flies,  and  11  stolen  bases. 
Defensively,  he  recorded  69 
putouts,  15  assists,  and  had  only 
four  errors  in  53  games. 

As  a  team,  Northwest  fin- 
ished the  year  with  one  of  the 
best  records  in  the  country  at 
43-10  and  was  ranked  No.  2  in 
the  nation  in  the  final  NJCAA 
Division  II  poll.  The  Rangers 
were  also  runners-up  for  the  re- 
gion championship. 

During  his  two-year  career  in 
a  Northwest  uniform,  Pena  set 
school  records  in  home  runs 
with  32,  runs  batted  in  with  109, 
and  an  .841  slugging  percent- 
age. Pena's  career  numbers  as 
a  pitcher  included  a  record  of 
10-3,  an  ERA  of  3.03,  and  72 
strikeouts  in  60  innings.

Six  players  from  the  1999  Northwest  base- 
ball team  that  finished  with  a  recordof  43- 
10  were  named  NJCAA  Academic  Ail-Ameri- 
can. Three  of  those  athletes  earned  Distin- 
guished Academic  All- American  merits  from 
posting  a  grade  point  average  of  3.80  or  bet- 
ter for  45  semester  hours.  They  were  Sledge 
Floyd  of  Como,  4.0  GPA  in  pre-medicine; 
Chad  Thompson  of  Hickory  Flat,  3.80  in  gen- 
eral college;  and  Marcus  Van  Every  of  Sena- 
tobia,  3.93  in  general  college. 

The  other  three  players  were  recognized 
for  achieving  a  grade  point  average  of  3.60 
or  better  for  45  semester  hours  and  were  se- 
lected Academic  Ail-American  by  Sport. 
They  were  Barry  Finnie  of  Batesville,  3.64  in 
secondary  education;  Brad  Gray  of  Hickory 
Flat,  3.61  in  accounting;  and  Daniel  Husband 
of  Tunica,  3.70  in  general  college.

A  10-year  veteran  of  professional  baseball,  Castle  played  for  the  Wash- 
ington Senators,  the  Texas  Rangers,  and  the  New  York  Yankees. 

The  Coldwater  High  School  graduate  earned  13  letters  in  three  sports- 
football,  basketball  and  baseball.  In  1968  he  led  the  Coldwater  baseball 
team  to  the  state  championship  with  an  ERA  of  0.00. 

He  starred  with  Bill  Spero's  American  Legion  Team  in  Memphis.  Dur- 
ing his  time  there,  the  team  earned  spots  in  the  National  American  Le- 
gion Tournament  in  1965,  1966,  and  1968  and  went  on  to  win  the  Ten- 
nessee State  and  Regional  Championship.  Castle  was  MVP  in  the  re- 
gional, striking  out  42  hitters  in  21  innings  at  Arlington,  Texas. 

Castle  was  named  National  American  Legion  Player  of  the  Year  in  1968 
when  Spero's  team  -won  the  American  Legion  World  Series.  Drafted  in 
the  first  round  of  the  1968  pro  draft,  he  signed  with  Washington  in  1969. 

A  designated  hitter,  first  baseman,  and  outfielder,  he  averaged  .308  at 
the  plate  his  first  year  in  the  pros.  After  six  years  with  the  Senators  and 
Rangers,  Castle  was  sold  to  the  Yankees  where  he  completed  his  profes- 
sional career. 

He  attended  the  University  of  Mississippi  and  Northwest  before  fin- 
ishing his  degree  in  business  at  Delta  State.  Married  to  former  North- 
west Rangerette  Ruthie  Sigler  of  Horn  Lake,  Castle  and  his  wife  have 
two  daughters— Krista  and  Stacy. 


A  former  standout  baseball  player  at  Northwest,  Mark  Carson  is 
beginning  his  third  season  as  assistant  coach  for  the  Ranger  base- 
ball program.  In  his  first  two  seasons  as  a  coach,  Northwest  was  76- 
24.  Besides  his  coaching  duties,  Carson  serves  as  math  lab  coordina- 
tor. 

A  member  of  the  Ranger  baseball  team  in  1988  and  1989,  Carson 
saw  action  as  both  a  third  baseman  and  pitcher  for  coaches  Jim  Miles 
and  Donny  Castle.  During  his  freshman  year,  Carson  batted  .327 
with  four  home  runs  and  posted  a  3-1  mark  as  a  pitcher  with  a  3.20 
ERA  en  route  to  being  named  second  team  All-State.  In  1989,  his 
sophomore  season,  Carson  was  4-2  on  the  mound  with  a  2.90  ERA 
and  batted  .321  with  three  homers.  That  year,  he  was  named  honor- 
able mention  All-State,  played  in  the  juco  All-Star  game,  was  voted 
permanent  team  captain,  and  was  selected  Academic  All-American. 
Voted  Mr.  NWCC  by  the  student  body,  Carson  was  inducted  into  the 
school's  Hall  of  Fame  in  1989. 

After  Northwest,  Carson  transferred  to  the  University  of  South- 
ern Mississippi  where  he  recorded  a  two-year  mark  of  18-5  that  in- 
cluded an  11-2  record  his  senior  year  that  tied  him  for  second  on  the 
school's  all-time  list  for  most  wins  in  a  single  season.  Carson  was 
named  All-Metro  Conference  in  1991  as  well  as  team  captain  and  re- 
ceived Academic  All-American  honors.  Carson  was  signed  as  a  free 
agent  by  the  Cincinnati  Reds  baseball  organization  as  a  member  of 
its  minor  league  affiliate  in  Billings,  Mont. 

Carson  is  married  to  the  former  Sheila  Lusher  of  Independence.

The  Ranger  offense 
finished  the  year  num- 
ber one  in  the  country 
and  in  Region  23  in  to- 
tal yardage  averaging 
521  yards  per  game, 
and  set  a  school  record 
in  scoring  with  an  aver- 
age of  42.2  points  per 
outing.  Northwest's 
defense  also  enjoyed  a 
stellar  year  by  finishing 
first  in  the  region  in  to- 
tal defense  allowing 
171.5  yards  and  9.8 
points  per  game.  Those 
numbers  placed  the 
Ranger  defense  third  in 
the  nation. 

Northwest,  which 
began  its  schedule 
ranked  preseason  No.  2 
in  the  country  by  the 
NJCAA,  set  the  tone  for 
the  year  in  the  season- 
opener  at  Decatur  ver- 
sus East  Central  by 
amassing  a  school- 
record  705  yards  of  to- 
tal offense  in  a  53-8  rout 
of  the  Warriors.

The 
Rangers  picked  up 
where  they  left  off  that 
contest  by  crushing 
the  Warriors  40-12  be- 
hind a  27-point  second 
quarter.  Northwest's 
offense  accounted  for 
468  yards,  with  318  of 
that  coming  from  the 
arm  of  Johnson.  Re- 
ceiver Jennings  only 
caught  two  passes  dur- 
ing the  game,  but 
made  the  most  of  both 
receptions  by  turning 
them  into  long  touch- 
downs. Defensive  back 
Demetric  Wright  of 
Batesville  intercepted 
a  pass  and  returned  it 
55  yards  for  a  score  to 
set  up  the  Rangers'  win 
in  the  state  champion- 
ship game  against 
Hinds.

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When  Dr.  David  McWilliams  Haraway  assumed 
the  presidency  of  Northwest  Mississippi  Commu- 
nity College  14  years  ago,  he  brought  to  the  position 
a  legacy  that  contained  a  commitment  to  education, 
a  love  for  athletics,  and  a  fondness  for  music.  The 
son  of  two  classroom  teachers,  Dr.  Haraway  is  a  born 
educator. 

He  is  the  second  of  five  sons  born  to  Jane 
McWilliams  Haraway,  a  music  teacher,  and  Maury 
Haraway,  an  English  teacher  and  baseball  coach.  Dr. 
Haraway  was  outfielder  and  first  baseman  on  his 
dad's  Olive  Branch  High  School  baseball  team  and 
played  defensive  halfback  in  football.  His  musical  tal- 
ent found  its  expression  on  the  bass,  while  his  broth- 
ers all  played  guitar.  They  still  enjoy  playing  and  sing- 
ing together  at  family  gatherings. 

Both  his  parents  are  deceased,  but  their  influ- 
ence is  continual.  More  than  once  in  his  commence- 
ment remarks  Dr.  Haraway  has  quoted  one  of  his 
father's  favorite  poems,  "Abou  Ben  Adham"  by  Leigh 
Hunt.  Graduates  get  the  message  concerning  love  of 
one's  fellow  man. 

After  graduating  with  honors  from  Olive 
Branch  High  School,  Haraway  attended  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi  where  he  earned  three  degrees—" 
the  Bachelor  of  Business  Administration,  the  Mas- 
ter of  Education,  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in 
educational  administration  and  supervision. 

This  sequence  of  higher  education  was  inter- 
rupted by  a  tour  of  duty  in  the  United  States  Army 
and  later  his  first  teaching  assignment  at  Olive 
Branch  Junior  High  School.  While  working  on  his 
doctorate,  he  was  a  research  associate  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  School  Planning  Laboratory 
and  taught  graduate  level  courses. 

The  Southaven  campus  became  his  training 
ground  for  the  president's  job.  He  worked  as  an  as- 
sistant director  of  the  center,  director  of  Research 
and  Development,  and  director  of  Fiscal  Affairs. 
Until  he  became  president  he  taught  10  different 
graduate  courses  for  Ole  Miss  at  DeSoto  Center.  On 
the  Senatobia  campus  he  was  director  of  the  Com- 
puter Operations  Center  and  executive  assistant  to 
the  vice  president  of  Operations  before  being  named 
president  on  Sept.  26,  1985. 

This  wealth  of  experience,  heritage  of  educa- 
tion, and  record  of  achievement  brought  to  the  presi- 
dency a  man  well  prepared  for  the  task.  From  Dr. 
Haraway's  commitment  to  insure  quality  educa- 
tional opportunities  for  students  have  come  in- 
creased enrollment,  expanded  programs  and  ser- 
vices, new  facilities,  a  revitalized  Senatobia  campus, 
a  growing  DeSoto  Center  campus,  planned  expan- 
sion for  Lafayette-Yalobusha  Technical  Center,  and 
national  recognition  for  the  athletic  program. 

As  important  as  his  Northwest  family  is  to  him, 
Dr.  Haraway  finds  quality  time  for  his  own  family. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Ellen  Allen  of  Olive 
Branch,  a  cardiopulmonary  perfusionist  at  Baptist 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Memphis.  They  have  two  chil- 
dren—Neil, a  graduate  of  Northwest  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi,  and  Lucia,  a  junior  at  Mississippi 
State  University.  His  daughter  Claudia,  a  graduate 
of  Northwest  and  Delta  State  University,  teaches  at 
Greenbrook  Elementary  in  Southaven.

He  is  a 
kickboxing  champion  and  has 
taught  in  DeSoto  County  for  the 
past  20  years.  Blann  is  a  sixth- 
degree  black  belt  in  Shotokan 
karate,  and  fifth  in  two  other 
styles  under  the  USA  National 
Karate  Federation.  He  is  cur- 
rently training  and  waiting  to 
receive  his  seventh  and  eight  degrees. 

Germano's  mother  is  also  a  fourth-degree  black 
belt.  She  has  one  older  brother,  who  is  a  black  belt 
and  travels  around  the  world  with  his  wife  compet- 
ing in  karate  events.

Germano  said  her  best  expe- 
rience in  karate  was  when 
she  traveled  around  the 
world.  "I  love  it!"  she  de- 
clared firmly. 

Though  Germano  is  still 
training  to  reach  the  eight 
degree  in  black  belt,  she  is 
not  competing  anymore. 
She  is  undecided  on  a  col- 
lege major.  "I'm  just  going 
wherever  God  takes  me," 
said  Germano.  "And  I  hope 
he  starts  telling  me  soon." 
She  is  considering  sports  medicine  and  thinks  it 
would  be  fun  to  work  with  traveling  karate  teams. 
She  plans  to  continue  her  training  long  after  college 
is  over  and  cannot  picture  her  life  without  karate. 

She  is  a  1999  graduate  of  Southaven  High  School 
and  danced  on  the  Strutter  dance  team  her  sopho- 
more year.  She  played  volleyball  her  freshman  year 
and  still  plays  occasionally.  She  was  elected  Booster 
Bowl  Queen  and  won  the  Deposit  Guaranty  National 
Bank  Endowed  Scholarship,  which  brought  her  to 
Northwest.  She  misses  her  family  and  enjoys  spend- 
ing time  with  them,  as  well  as  her  friends,  on  the 
weekends.
